larger all the time. 

Like Abraham Lincoln he had 
a great sense of humor to ease 
his encounters with discouraging 
people and conditions; and, like 
Lincoln, he could illustrate ev- 
ery point he wished to make im 
conversation or public address 
with stories, admirable and pat, 
drawn from his own experience 
or other source, stories, comic, 
tragic or pathetic. Such indeed 
were the parables of Christ. Like 
his mother, a grand woman, he 
was full of mother-wit, and gen- 
ial sallies, and repartee without 
a sting. But it was evident that 
he neyer talked for self-display. 

He made some mistakes in 
judgment or conduct. The won- 
der was that he did not make 
more and worse with his unpar- 
alleled and = incessant contact 
among strangers, or those with 
whom his acquaintance was in- 
evitably slight; but no man ever 
improved more upon himself in 
manners, speech and action to 
the end, or was more ready to 
acknowledge a mistake when 
seen. All he said or did was in 
loving kindness, when it was not 
his duty to be severe; but he 
could be severe with no malice, 
and disapprove without a trace 
of ill-will. In fact he bore no 
ill-will to. anyone, and nursed no 
grudge against those who had 
misused him. He was exceeding- 
ly generous to all without osten- 
tation, and doing good continu- 
ally that was never advertised. 

Although from boyhood a born 
leader in every undertaking to 
which he laid his hand, he nev- 
er displaced others that he might 
lead, and often made way for 
others to a place he might have 
filled. He never sought the ap- 
plause that he received, nor lost 
his head in the admiration lav- 
ished upon him by great and 
small, by famous celebrities or 
the multitude that thronged to:
